work with pellagra, his studies show-

Tracing the disease to 
an unbalanced diet, he worked out a 
cure during the 15 years that he was 
in charge of field investigations into 
the malady for the public health ser- 
vice. This cure was simplicity itself, 
the use of dried 
yeast, which also 


served as a preventive.

Hi 
naked spot is not all neck, however 
it's part throat and part chest which 
goes featherless and makes him dif 
ferent from all other thickheads.

'CONGRESS SLIPS ON THE 


CONSTITUTION 


Some years ago, it will be remem- 


bered, we had a political faction that 
disputed the right of the courts to de- 
clare acts of a legislative body void 
as in violation of the constitution, 
claiming that in so far as the national 
legislature was concerned, it, the con- 
gress, must be the sole judge of 
whether or not its acts exceeded the 
ppwers given to it by the constitution. 
The argument went back and forth in 
the minds of a great many people as to 
which was the safer system, to depend 
upon the courts in the respect men- 
tioned or upon congress, and those 
who were in favor of adhering to the 
system as it has grown up in this 
country for nearly a century and a 
half pointed out the many instances of 
where congress acted in open violation 
of the constitution propelled by waves 
of intolerance, prejudice, 
fanaticism 


and sometimes a senseless ^ misunder- 
standing of things as they are. 


Congress now faces and has 
faced 


for some years a direct violation of its 
duty under the constitution for that 
instrument provides that our repre- 
sentatives in congress shall be appor- 
tioned among the several states of the 
union according to their population 
and that for that purpose a census 
shall be taken every ten years. This is 
an important provision in the consti- 
tution, one having to do with the very 
fundamental purpose of our form of 
government of insuring^proper repre- 
sentation in the national halls to ev- 
ery part of the country. 
If the old 


_ slogan of "Taxation without represen- 


tation is tyranny," was right-in 1775 it 
is equally right now because of course 
it implied a fair representation. 


The last apportionment was made 


after the census of 1910. We have had 
none-since the census of 1920. 
The 


reason is not difficult to find. Were a 
correct apportionment made after the 
census of 1920 some congressmen 
"would lose their seats, some states 
would lose the number of representa- 
" lives to which they were formerly en- 
titled Hue to the fact that other states 
such as Michigan and California have 
increased more rapidly in population. 
The result is plain. 
The states that 


have grown fast are now being depriv- 
ed of their fair representation. 
The 


states that have shown little or no 
growth in population are securing 
greater power at Washington ^than 
that to which they are entitled. Yet, 
since the apportionment must be made 
bys,congress itself and involves some 
discretion in the making, the courts 
are without the power to compel it. 


ORPHANAGE RECORDS 


When WilKRogers went abroad a 


few years ago he created many laughs 
by telling what difficulties he had in 
convincing the United States govern- 
ment that he had ever been born. 
A 


similar case, with more serious impli- 
cations, has recently come to light in 
the East. 


A prominent architect of Boston, 41 


years old, was. adopted as a child from 
an orphanage, When he was 21 years 
old the adoption was'niade legal. Dur- 
ing the World War he served twenty- 
two months in France in the American 
army, and came home again to these 
shores when the wa/ was over. 


Now he wants to go abroad, but the 


state department has refused him a 
passport because he cannot 
furnish 


documentary evidence of his 
birth. 


The orphanage from which he was 
.adopted, as is the custom in many such 
institutions, kept no record whatever 
of his origin. He has been trying for 
half his lifetime to £nd any facts about 
his parentage, hiring skilled lawyers to 
help in the search, but in vain. 


There are two-obvious wrongs here. 


In the first place, the state department 
ought to be able to apply common- 
sense in such a case and recognize the 
man as a citizen. The other wrong is 
the failure of orphanages to file in' 
some place of public record all the in- 
formation they have about their small 
charges. 
However adopting parents 


may feel about a child being happier in 
ignorance of the fact of his adoption, 
there is nearly always a time in adult- 
hood when the individual wants and 
needs to know all tha*t the institution 
knew of his birth. 


NOT EVEN A CHRISTMAS TREE 


Walter Duranty, writing from Mos- 


cow to the New York Times, states 
that any public display of the Christ- 
mas spirit is forbidden by the soviet 
authorities, that stores are prevented 
from making window displays and the 
little fir trees so symbolic of Christ- 
mas-time are prohibited and all this, is 
done because the soviet is of the 
opinion that Christmas is bad for the 
people, being "a religious supersti- 
tion." 
While the French ' revolution 


brought atheism to the top for a short 
time, no organized government has 
sought heretofore so vigilantly and so 
stubbornly to-crush all religion. 


Under the czars Russia was igno- 


rant; justice was merely might; cruel- 
ty was the common lot expected by 
those without power or prestige; mis- 
ery stalked the land. The revolution 
of a people against the extreme oppres- 
sions which prevailed for some cen- 
turies was quite a natural thing and 
that those who have long felt the lead- 
en heel and the vicious knout should 
in their reactions sometimes go to ex- 
tremes is not unexpected. 
But there 


are even limits to the extremes. Under 
the present system the question occurs 
whether or not the remedy, is worse 
than the disease which it would cer- 
tainly be were it not for prospects of 
improvement. 


That the present government of 


Russia is both hateful and ignorant is 
demonstrated by its attitude in at- 
tempting to compel people to tear out 
from their -hearts and souls the things 
that cannot be torn and let life survive 
That such a government is cruel and 
inhuman is equally manifest, else it 
would not seek to deprive its people 
of the solace, the comfort, that may be 
found in spiritual things. That such a 
government is blind and impractical is 
equally patent else it would attempt to 
improve the abuses that may have pre- 
vailed in the Russian church without 
destroying the edifice itself. - 


Perhaps when the present genera- 


tion of rulers, whose minds were poi- 
soned and warped by the wrongs in- 
flicted upon them under the czarist 
regime, pass ori, a more tolerant gov- 
ernment may succeed them and then 
the Russian people may come into 
their own. 


MAN IS HONEST 


Fred C. Lewis, a Chicago taxi driv- 


_er, discovered-this week that a fare 
had left a bag in the rear seat of his 
cab. It 
contained $60,000 in jewels. 


Lewis without hesitation turned it in 
to the~company, which returned it to 
the owner. Newspapers throughout 
the land published the story, not" be- 
cause it is news that a taxi driver is 
honest but because it is news that a 
man should leave $60,000 worth of 
jewels in a taxi, and better than his de- 
serts to get it back. 


In certain matters the human race 


seems to be none too punctilious—as 
hotels and Pullman companies, con- 
cerned about their towels, could easily 
testif3". 
There is no reason man 


should consider a towel any less 
"property" than the loaf of bread stol- 
en by Jean Valjean. It is regrettable 
that a tradition of regarding hotel 
property as part of the service should 
have grown up. But where the tradi- 
tion places before man a clear choice 
as between honesty and dishonesty— 
as was the case with Fred Lewis—he 
generally rises to the occasion. 


An interesting test of this fact has 


been made by Adam F. Fox, who in 
ten years has handled the applications 
for jobs for 18,000 drug clerks through 
an employment agency. Tracing the 
records of each of the 18,000 clerks 
over this period, he finds that only one 
in 720 betrayed his trust "There are," 
he has concluded, "on the whole and 
contrary to opinion, very few who are 
dishonest.'' 


The dishonest man is an anti-social 


man, a fellow with a blind spot in his 
ethics. He belongs in a class with the 
anti-social driver who has no regard 
for regulations or the safety of others, 
and is estimated to form consirkrab^- 
less than ten per cent of the driving 
population. Man on the whole is not 
only gregarious, liking to live with 
other men, but fair—that is, ethical 
Honesty, safe driving, neighborliness, 
good citizenship are branches of this 
same trait; and ii it viere not general- 
ly possessed by Americans. they could 
live neither peacefully nor prosperous- 
ly—as they do.

Jn England one home in every three has a 


HINTS TO SKINNY FANS ABOUT 


PADDING UP WITH INSULIN 
Insulin is the name^of the hor- 


mone or internal secretion produced 
by groups of specialized cells (called 
the islands of Langerhans) in the 
pancreas or abdominal "sweetbread." 
The pancreas is a gland that secrets 
an important digestive fluid which, 
delivered to the intestine a few inch- 
es beyond the lower gateway of the 
stomach, along with the bile from 
the liver, carries on the digestion of 
carbohydrate (all kinds of sugar and 
starch) and fat in the Intestine. 


The insulin produced by the spe- 


cialized cells 
in the 
pancreas Is 


poured into the blood stream. 
Its 


function is to render the blood sugar 
combustible. All carbohydrate food is 
converted by digestion into a soluble 
form of sugar, called glucose, dex- 
trose, or m liver the blood, the mus- 
cles and other tissues 
where the 


sugar is temporarily held or stored, 
glycogen. An. older name for glyco- 
gen was "animal starch." 


The blood of a man in normal con- 


dition always contains a certain pro- 
portion of this sugar fuel in solution, 
from_0.1 to 0.2 per cent. I'm not so 
good at figures, but taking 15 pints 
and estimating a pint as a pound, 
he normal individual carries in his 
)lood a constant 
tablespoonful of 


sugar—I do prefer 
figures round. 


The 
quantity 
of sugar, animal 


starch, glycogen, stored in the liver 
of this same happy 
individual ap- 


proximates 4 per cent of the entire 
weight of the liver, and by intensive 
resting (an art in which prosperous 
Americans excel) and grimly deter- 
mined eating (another thing we do 
better than they do abroad) one can 
run £he glycogen content of one's liv- 
>r up to 10 or 12 per cent of 
the 


weight of that wonderfgul gland. In 
other words one has in the liver a re- 
%erve supply of anywhere from two 
o six ounces of glycogen. Then an- 
other reserve of the precious fuel is 
stored in the muscles, estimated as 


8 i>er c<*nt in restinsr muscle, down 


to virtually none In muscle exhaust- 
ed by prolonged exertion. Finally, 
smaller caches of this vital energine 
are normally present In other tis- 
sues, particularly the glands, where 
it is used as energy. But note well, it 
Is doubtful whether any energy is 
stored in or used by the nerve and 
brain tissues—another 
reason why 


we cannot take "nerve 
energy" or 


"nervous 
exhaustion 
or 
"brain 


power seriously- All in all, and still 
in round figures, one carries, say, a 
pound of sugar with him at all times. 


Right here I would make this ob- 


servation from the 
physiological 


facts cited: The excessive per cap- 
ita consumption 
of sugar in this 


country may help some 
of us 
to i 


achieve grossness. corpulence, even 
diabetes, hut it probably has a good 
deal to do with our leadership among 
the nations. 


A person with diabetes may have 


more sarar in his blood than a nor- 
mal person, but his capacity to uia- 
lize the fuel is lowered, because his 
natural supply of insulin is •deficient. 
An injection of nisulin enables him 
to>>xo3dize or utilize 
more of the 


Wood sugar, to produce flesh or mas- 
cu3ar strength or body warmth. 


There 
are plenty 
of folk who. 


while not diabetic, yet have low sug- 
ar tolerance—they can't take 
as 


much as 3 ounces of glucose in wa- 
ler at one" rneal without losing part 
of it through the kidnejs within the 
next three hours. When such persons 
are tindcrweisht, a few doses of in- 
sijljn, along with meals, wiP enabte 
them to put on needed weight when 
nothing else 
can accomplish the
